Mr* Amory: 

Noted that he was preparing some notes for DCI on his 
forthcoming briefing of the Fairless Committee, more formally 
known as the President's Citizen Advisers on the Mutual 
Security Program* He noted in this connection there would 
be a great deal of information on the subject of DS foreign 
aid policy emanating from various congressional groups and 
others and that he is attempting to be very careful in 
preparing material for this briefing*

Requested guidance as to how he should proceed in 
developing relationships with Mr* Ream, the new Deputy 
Director of NSA* DCI suggested that both General Canine and 
Mr* Ream should be invited over for a luncheon and a briefing 
of Mr* Rear, after luncheon* ACTIONS Mr* Sheldon* 

Mr* Roosevelts 

Suggested that in view of the expressed interest of 
General Cassidy for PP type aaterial for the use of the 
President* s Board it night be advisable to send the Board 
the weekly PP notes on a regular basis* This was agreed and 
it was arranged that Mr* Roosevelt would furnish Mr* Kirkpatrick 
with regular copies of the PP notes which Mr* Kirkpatrick 
would supply to the Board and obtain fron the Board after they 
have note d thea* Mr* Roosevelt referred to the PP report on 
operations for the past five years which had been 
prepared at the request of the Killian Committee* He suggested 
that perhaps this report should be given wider distribution* 

DCI reaarked that he had not yet seen this report since it 
was prepared during his absence and that he would like to 
read it before it is given wider dissemination* Mr* Kirkpatrick 
said that he would send the DCI a copy of the report immediately*
